As in all other aspects of the SIGINT process we consider that NSA 
must participate fully from the generation, receipt, and evaluation of the . 
requirement and the methods of meeting it, be deeply involved in the tasing 
of the collection device and the control of the ground=-site collection ane 
processing, and must do or assign the analysis and reporting. Finally, we 
feel we have something to offer in the analytic evaluation done to determine 
the extent to which the requirement has been satisfied. We are already in- 
volved in this "womb-to-tomb" effort and intend to continue to utilize the ” 


- best of the NSA technical competence and know-how in these projects.
